When the Peace was 'in agitation at eAdunſter between 
France 'and Spain, that they demurr'd longeſt upon 
and proyed the greateſt obſtacle to the concluſion, was, that - 
the Catholick King could not find in his heart to quit his 
claim ro Catalorie, which cauſed them to agree upon a Truce 
for Thirty years for that Province alone ; during which 
term both Kings ſhould keep what he poſſeſt at that time ;

It is hard to conceive what Title 
the Imperial Miniſters can pretend ton accuſing France: of 
atting contrary to the Ceſſation of Arms, eſpecially the King 
giving viſible and dayly demonſtrations of the inviolable 
Obſ&rvation of the leaſt punCtilio of them, helping and 
furthering, what in him lies, the progreſs of the Imperial 
Forces againſt thoſe * Barbarians the Turks through his 
moderation and complyance, and what adminiſters ground 
of ſuſpition concerning the deſigns of the Court at Vienna, 
(which his Miniſters do but too much lay open upon all 
occaſions) is their not. being deſirous of keeping the Truce 
afy longer -than they may be ſtrong enough to: break ir.

Upon the Feſtival of one of the Kings of Spain who was 
Sainted, thE& Preacher St, Ferdinand extolling the grandeur 
of his Mighty Kmg in his Sermon, told'em, that if his God 
- was not God, the King Do# Philip (honld: be God 3 but 1 
fuppoſe ſomething leſs than fo, would farisfie his Succeſſor, 
the caſe being akered ſince that. And yet Charles IL 1s 
King of Spazr ſtill, has the ſame [zd%es,. and his Ships go thi- 
ther, and come home laden with Gold and Silver as they 
us't to do heretofore 3 but ſtill 'this Spaiz is not like that, 
which was onee the Terrour of all Princes in Exrope, who: 
were but juſtly jealous of her afpiring Greatneſs , and had 
reaſon to be Confederates againſt it for their common de- 
fence : Now 'tis 11 the fame condition that a Thief is, when 
he's brought to his laſt ſhifts, and juſt ready tobe taken. 

If Spain werenot ſupported by its Allies, Lewis XIV. King 
of France would quickly be at Madrid : The Low Conmiries.

 _ Tolet you ſee how much Spain ſuffers it (elf to be baffled 
by France, «I need only ſhew you two Examples, which will 
convince you that I have ſaid nothing but what is true. 
The King of France ſent a Memorial to the King. of Spair, 
and to the States of the United Provinces, to-this effe&-: 
That if the King of Spazz ſhould grant the Low Conmtrezs to 
the Dake: of * Bavaria, or but make him Governour (as the. 
report was -when he married the. Arch-dutcheſs) that ſhe 
would then without more ado break aff the peace, fince 
neither of thoſe things could be done without manifeſt in- 
jury to the Dauphin's Right. - Mr. Fengquier was the Man 
who gave the Memorial -ro the King of Spain, and Count 
D'avaux to the United Provinces 5 but were Paris over this, 
perhaps you'l ſay, that Spaiz did not conſider it well, and 
they are ſo juſtly afraid of France, that it is no wonder if 
that puts 'em a little out of their Wits: But I am going to 
tell-you a thing, which you'l own does ſufficiently diſcover 
the weakneſs and poor Spirit of Spain; it_hapned at the 
Ceremony of making an Entry into Lozdor, that the Spariſh 
and French Embafladors met: The Baron Watzille went be- 
fore eMonnſieur d' Eſtrade, Francepreſently complains of this 
indignity 3 and Spain was fo pitifully mean, 'as to diſown 
that brave AQtion of their Ambaſſador: Thus by that ſcanda- 
lous procedure Spain ſuffered in its Honour, and gave place 
to France, though there was nothing like necefliity for their 
doing it : I can ſee no other reaſon for't, but fear of Ca- 
non Law, and dread of the Troops which France keeps up 
to inforce its Commands, which are juſt ready too, in 
caſe the King of Spazn ſhould dye ſuddenly. Let Charles II. 
take what care he can in ſertling the Succeſſion, if he has re- 
| ſpect 
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_ for his own Family , and the laſt Will and intent of 
*Pbilip:IV. bis Succeſſor will have enough to do, and a 
ſcurvy Wario maintain. The Queen, who is altogether 
Frenth both by her Birth and Inclioations , has her Faction 
in the Kingdom, and when the King is dead, will much ra- 
ther truſt her Conzen-Germair, than a Prince who is a Stran- 
ger, at leaſt would be fo, were it not for the Marriage , 
which will be a great-{trengthning to his Party. The Mar- 
riages of the T»fanta's of Spain, with Kings of Fraxce, have 
ever been the cauſe of great differences between the two 
- Crowns, and very fatal to Spain ; but the Marriage of Ma- 
ria Thereſiz with Lewis XIV. compleats the miſery which is 
inevitably falling upon 8pair, and how ſtifly ſoever the King 
of France may have denyed his deſigns, yet he never inten- 
. ded to keep either his Word or Oath as tothat matter. We 
are ſufficiently ſatisfied by the obſtacles he puts, that the 
Pyrenean Treaty. may not be regiſtred in Parliament; as al- 
ſo by his Manifeſto's (which have run all the World over) 
of the Queen of France's Juſt *Pretentions, What good can 
Spain get by Marriages and Alliances with France? On the _ 
contrary very. great Miſchief, for 'tis by reaſon of the laſt 
Marriage that Fraxce layes claim to all this, the wiſer Philip II, 
 preferr'd the Arch-Duke Erzeſ#, and afterward Albert. The 
Truce which France has now made, is defign'd only to 
amuze and lull Spain and its Allies aſleep : Thus to make 
them lay down their Arms, and in the mean time the French 
King has at leaſt a Hundred and Fifty Thouſand Men a foot, 
who dance up and down, ſometimes towards Alſace, ſome- 
time toward Cologne, and pretty often toward the Low Conn- 
tries : All this is only .to make them usd to him , that fo 
they may think he has no defign upon them, and lay by 
all jealouſie and ſuſpition.. But when he finds a good op- 
portunity, you ſhall ſee him. fall upon them, as a Hawk up- 
H on 
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on her quarry, and carry them off too. if. he pleaſes ; for 
what ſhould binder him, when there's not a Man in'Arms, 
and by that-time the Allics can be prepared, the King of 
France has done his buſineſs, ' Thus this Truce is only to 
bear in hand, and amuze the Princes of Exrope, that they 
may not make War upan him, and that he may be conſtant- 
ly in a condition to take poſlcfiion of the Dayphins Right fa 
ſoon as ever the King of Spain is dead, without any other 
legal Proceſs, but that of Dragoon Law : The Spaniards will 
find themſelves miſcrably deludedin relyingupon this Truce, 
'Tis 4 broken. reed which will pierce through their hands, and if 
unhappily, the Emperour ſhould be ſtill ingaged in a War 
with the Turks, what ſhould hinder the two French Armies, 
the one in Catelozzia, the other in the Low Conntreys, from 
being . Maſters of all where they go. I know very welt - 
that the Intereſt of Exgland and Hol/ard are both concern'd 
tg defend the Sparzſb Alon, as the ſequel will: ſhew 
ys.2 Biitin the-one'the French have fo true a Friend, (who 
has ſo. much buſineſs beſide upon his hands at home ) that he 
will concern himſelf no more for the Low Conntreys, than 
his Predecefior did for Laxewrburg.

Maſters defire, otherwiſe why ſhould he trouble himſelf to 
oppoſe it. The States are more particularly engaged to be 
upon their Guard, and to negle& nothing which may tend 
to their defence, becauſe of their too near Neighbour the 
Cardinal of Fyrfemburg, who is lately Eleted Co-adjutor 
of Cplogute, a dangerous and ative Man, and already pol- 
ſeed with the Demon of France, whom the King can raiſe 
with his Money when he pleaſes, to the more eaſie redu- 
cing the Frontiers of the Provinces, and upon ajl occaſions 
will buoy up Fraxce in quarrelling with Ho4and upon the 
firſt notice given. The Spirit of Frazce appears in all his 
A&ions, ſo that he is equally as dangeroys a Neighbour as 
the King him lf, for his _ Obligations to his Maſter wa

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The Policies and Maxims of France, in reſpe# of the 
Northern Princes. 


Place the Kings of Swedeland and Denmark among the 
chief of the Northern Princes : Theſe are two Powerful 
Kingdoms, and although they are Neighbours, and- nearly 
allyed by Marriages, yet notwithſtanding are fo far from 
loving, that like France and Spazr, they mortally hate one 
another; and although their Intereſt, Trade, and 'narrow- 
neſs of Revenue ought to perſwade them to live amicably 
together, yet notwithſtanding all, their antipathy will pre- 
vail 3 'tis of. high: importance to Frarce to have ever one 
of theſe Kings at his beck, that fo ſhe may give a diverſion 
to the other, whenever the one ſhould have a mind to aflift 
the Low Countries, or the United Provinces againſt her En- 
croachments. The Swede being the ſtronger, ſuits beſt with 
this deſign of France, between whom therefore there hath 
been, a ſtrict Alliance , but the Swede being diſappoin- 
ted of his Penſion, and treacherouſly dealt with in re- 
{pet of the Dutchy of Deux-Ports, which deſcended to 
him after the Death of that Duke, but was miſerably impo- 
veriſht by Frarce in the Life of the Duke : - Theſe things 
the'Swede cannot put up, but for the preſent 'tis not ſo con- 
: | venient 
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venient to diſcover his reſentments, but reſerve them for a 
fairer opportunity, neither will France do any good now 
if ſhe ſhould preſent. her Lonzs# d” or's put up like a barrel of 
Olives, as (he did formerly to his Ambaſſador to ſoften him 
at the Treaty of Nimegher, which ſhe her ſelf hath ſince 
bragged of : All this will be to ſmall purpoſe, for the Swede 
has already taſted ſufficiently of the bitter Spirit of France, 
and has reſolved to have nothing more to do with. her. 
Therefore France goes now to the K. of Denmark, who 
had a mind next to ſee what kind of things theſe Lonis' d'or's 
be, and therefore never ſtuck to fide with her 3 when im- 
mediately Count de Roy was difpatch't in quality of Gene- 
raliſimo, with ſeveral other French Officers, at whoſe ar- 
rival the French Tricks forthwith diſcover'd themſelves, for 
Count de Roy immediatcly demanded on behalf of the King. 
his Maſter, part of the ſupplies ſent from France, Prue 
ing that they were ſquander'd away to no purpoſe. The 
hke Complement was formerly done to the EleQor of Brar- 
denbureh, but Kings and Princes muſt conſult the Honour of 
their Poſterity and the Ages to come, as well as the pre- 
ſent, What a Cypher 1n Hiſtory will a Mercenary Prince 
and an Hireling of Fraxce appear in future Ages, who is 
led like a Bear by the Noſe, and thus gives a Tarnilk to all 
his other ACtions, which otherwiſe might be worthy com- 
memoration 3 he muſt not imagine ſuch baſeneſs will dye 
with his Perſon, there are ever found ſome that will be 
| Friends to truth, all Pens are not fo Mercenary as Varilla's 
and *Pelliſſor's, 

As ſoon as France has made as much ufe of the Daze as 
ſhe can, and finds any other to be of more advantage to. 
her, (he will forſake him as one too much for his own ends, 
pretending ſome ſham-quarrel or other, ( as the Turks do ) 


to fall out with him about his Penſion, as ſhe formerly 
ſerved; 
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ſerved the Swede : and if the Houſe of Lynevburgh would 
have ſwallowed the Bait, the Daze ſhould nat have warm- 
ed himſelf by Frazce ſo long as he has already done. 

| But beſides the Ignominy which will follow a Sovereign, 
who inſtead of depending ſolely upon the King of Kings, 
Bluſhes not in becoming a Vaſſal to his Equal, and giving 
occaſion to France to boaſt like the Centurion in the Goſpel, 
T bid my ſervant do this, and he doth it, and to another, go, 
and he goeth, and to another, come, and be cometh. I ay, 
beſides this Baſene(s, its moſt pernicious Policy, (though I 
doubt the Daze's too heavy to diſcern it ) for a ſmall dirty 
ſam of Money, and which ſerves onely to maintain his ex- 
traordinary Troops, to render himſelf an Enemy to all 
Ezrope, and in particular to his potent Neighbours, with- 
out the aſſiftance of whom. both Denmark and Norway muſt 
fall to the ground. For I do maintain, that it lyes in the 
power of the QOnited "Provinces, by a Remonſtrance to do 
more Miſchief to thoſe two Kingdoms in one year, than 
they can ever recover 1n ten by all their Subſidies and. Pen- 
fions from France : I confeſs, by the ſhelter from Fraxce, he 
ealily became Maſter of Holſtezz ; but alas, good man, can 
he imagine to keep it, for ſurely that Country will take 
cale to oblige him to quit it, as ſoon as ever bis Maſter the 
K. of France [hall be routed out of the United Provinces. 

' Were there but once a Peace concluded between the two 
Emperors, the vidorious Chriſtian Army would certainly 
make the Uſurper diſgorge, and reduce his Stomach totem- 
per : Soft and fair goes nc | Had it not been for the Alli- 
ance with Frazce, the Dare had never made that Aſſault 
upon Hambyrgh, which beeame the Grave to ſo many 
braye Dares and French that ſerved in that Aitempt z the 
unlucky Fort of the Starr ſtopt them in their Career, from 
whence with the los of Two Thouſand men, they were

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obliged to retreat with ſhame and confuſion thereby becor- 
ing the laughing-ſtocK to all Exrope befides ' 
The King of Denmark as well as matiy others, is not.reaf- 
ly ſenſible of his own:Intereſt, but ſuffers himſelf to be dazrd 
by this Golden Sun, which France immediately diſplayes to 
ſuch as (ſhe has a mind to corrupt ; ſhe ever has in referve 
her Nimiger Olives to gratifie ſuch, whoſe aſfiſtance 'ſhe 
(hall ſtand in need of: Bur 'tis a thing much'to be hoped 
for, that his Majeſtie of De-zmarks Eyes may be opened, as 
well as the Swedes ; and that he would retrieve himfelffrom 
theſe Shackles, and' have recourſe to his other Allies, *in 
whoſe power it is to make the Trade of his Kingdoms to 
fldvriſh, and his Revenues toincreaſe, without being obli- 
ged to keep up ſuch a number of uſeleſs Troops as he does 
at preſent : But Fraxce well knows the neceſſity of having at 
her beck one of thoſe Northern "Princes, for fear they 
ſhould unite in a ſtri& Alliance, and ſo league with her 
Enemies ': This Policy of Fraxce is the Apple of diſcord, and 
ſhe-not being able to be without a Northern Allie, if Der- 
mark, had ſtood off a while, France muſt have purchaſed 
her Friendſhip at a double rate : The Marriage which 
France propoſed for P —— G—— with the P——s 
A was only to ſtrengthen her Party, and to- 
make her Alliance the ſurer, this made her willing to de- 
fray the Charges thereof; P G—— himſelf, ner the 
King his © Brother having not much Money to ſpare for that 
purpoſe, this' coſt France a Hundred Thouſand Crowns to- 
ſecure toher (ſide, as ſhe thought, a Creature in Exgland, 
who ſhould on all occaſions further her deſigns; and to knit 
this the ſtronger, he would have had. himz believe, he ſhould 
facceed to the Crown after the Death of King James IT.

Thirdly, The Kivg muſt chooſe (nay who can tell but Death 
may prevent all theſe : ) In the Fourth place, 'Tis meet the 
People conſent to this Choice : Nay laſt of all, 'Tis abſo- 
lutely convenient that the P——s of O as Lawful 
Heireſs acquieſce in ſuch determinations. pier 
The French King who is no admirer of Vertue, but as 
it keeps pace with his Iutereſts, underſtanding thoſe Noble 
Qualities, and Great Vertues the Princeſs of Orazge is indu- 
ed withal, that ſhe will no-ſooner ſhine upon the Throneof 
her Anceſtors, but ſhe will attract and win the Hearts of all 
ber Subjetts, both by her Wiſdom, and alſo ſtrit Alliance 
with her Neighbours : He fces that theſe Ties and Bonds' 
may in time make him diſgorge what he hath ſwallowed,and 
repent of all the ſor:zows he hath cauſed, and (till doth cauſe 
- Chriſtendom 
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Chriſtendom to ſuffer : Who knows but God may have marked 
out this Great and Vertuous Princeſs as a' fecond Zudith to put 
this Blaſphemous Holofernes to Death': Yea, this is what this 
Uſurper and Diſturber of Chriſtendom is fo ſenſibly apprehenſive 
of, and endeavours to hinder, by feeing and corrupting the Great 
Men of England, by making ſure of all the Catholicks, and of 
Treland it ſelf, thereby to give them relief in caſe of neceſſity. 

But P—— G—— and his Conſort P— s A — -. will look bet- 
ter about them,- and wil not ſuffer themſelves to be deluded 
by this deceitful Spirit of France : They ſe all its pernici- 
ous and deceitful Maxims , and will wait for the time Providence 
hath determined for their Succefſion to the Crown ; they have 
already gained the Peoples Hearts, the Eſteem and Reputation of 
Europe 3 and of their- Allies 3 and by this means may be aſſured to 
back and juſtifie their rightful Titles at that time, in caſe any 
one ſhould dare to oppoſe it. «+ 

As for the Princes of the Houſe of Lunenburg , they are taken 
notice ofand watched, they areencompaſt with French Emiſlaries 
on all ſides, who do nothing but continually ſt before them the 
Advantages that may accrew to them by accepting of the 'French 
Kings Penſions; or to ſpeak the truth, make themſelyes Slaves to 
Lewis le Grand, juſt following the King of Denmarks Example, 
to dance after his pipe. The French pence often ſtick too cloſe to 


the fingers of the Miniſters of thoſe Courts, Bois-David and his ' 


Kinſman St. Powage could tell us fine ſtories of their tricks, 'and 
certain too, they could deliver brave Memorials concerning that 
Court, had not Bois-David been for the Kings turn, he durſt ne- 
ver have had the face to have come home into France as he did, be 
ing found guilty upon the ſcore of a Duel with Aubjon; for there 
is no fault how hainous ſoever, but-the King pardons,if the Male- 
faftor be judged needful for his Intereſt and Ambition: - We are 
confident the King proffers vaſt Sams to withdraw the 'Princes'of 
the-Houſe of Zunenbarg from their true Intereſt,and fo bring them 
under the French Yoak ; but I would have them diſabus'd : "Tis 
no wayes Honourable nor creditable for Free and Soveraign Prin- 
ces to ſtoop ſo low as to be Mercenary to France, and 'tis 
certain all theſe offers are for nothing elſe but to looſen them- 
ſelves from their honeſt true Allies, viz. the Swedes,. the Elector 
of Brandenburg , and the States of the United Provinces, whoſe 
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pecial Intereſt it. is to. hold faſt , and be firmly united, as well 
by reaſan .of the nearneſs of their Stetes,, as upon the account 
of Trading; and that fair correſpandence which hath alwayes 
reigned amongſt them: So that a Man may ſafely avquch they 
ſerve to maintain, and mutually preſerve ane another. Now 
Fraxce hath a deſign in it, in meaning to. oblige the Princes of 
Lunenboarg to come over to her Intereſt ;; for ſhould the King of 
England, or Spain chance to dye ſuddenly, ſhe would have occaſi- 
on for thoſe three forementioned Powers to be able:to oppoſe 
them with the:Frenzch Trqops joyned to theirs, in caſe any one 
of them ſhould be 1n action. 

'Tis moſt evident, that Zewss XIV. ought to labour as he doth 
to, procure himſelf Allies to ſecond his Deſigns. upon the ſame 
{core as, he doth for Denmark, whether it be-to hinder the Prince 

- Oxanges pallage into England , or when he means to fall upon 

olland in good earneſt; theſe two concerns go to his heart, 
and is his ſcle grief conſidering the Grand Conqueſt of the Em- 
perour,, wha. will be like to-grieve hin tq the heart with his, Vi- 
ctoxious; Army after peace made 3, 39s and perhaps make him 


loſe. his lopgwg, to put ſore of his great de in Execution, 
for which. he:labours tooth and nail, and now begins to cool up- 


Qn/it, to the end he may ſo well order his buſineſs, that he. may 
neither meet with any impediments. or at leaſt that he may. divert 
and buke thoſe who mean to withitand it. | | 
L.dare_fafely affirm, that the Prince of Orange is' the only Man 
va Prev ng. CO» and that the very thoughts of the Suc- 
eſlon, of a Royal Princeſs to-the Engli/h Crown puts him in a 
deadly, fright, which-gives him a Frag, gow pas a Pill, knowing 
withel that. this as great a Politician 8s Captain (not knowing 
what Corraption means) perfectly. verſt in the true: intereſt, of 
Ewroge,/ will, ſay,as Q, Elizabeth did, that none. had any thing to 
do to, pretend to-the Zoyw-Guntreys, and willnot; endure. that ei- 
ther-the King of Fraxce nor any. other ſhould make himſelf Ma-

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- Poland. is at a'preat Uiftance from France, cat neither hurt it by Sea 
or Land, but can do hitn great Frvice indire&tly, as crofling the De- 
ſigns of the Emperour, or by falling upon Swedeland , eſpecially 
Swrdel ard when France thinks good ;' for there Wwatits*ot a'ptaufiBtc 
excnſe when a Prince means to'make an attempt. Caſimir Son's $;- 
Ziſmond had alawful one indeed ; for this Szgiſmord being as yet King 
of Sweeden , was eleCted King of Poland: He kept nevertheleſs his 
firſt Kingdom, until Prince Charles his Uncle was proclaimed King 
in the abſence of his Nephew King, Sigiſmutd, who ſent a Seratecon; 
ſiſting of Forty Jeſuits to have full power of deciding 'all State- 
Matters, and: were to reſide at Srockholbm, ipod Fora with full 
inſtructions by Pateft, impowering thetn with Royal 'Anthority: 
Bnt when the Senate was arrived in Stockholm Road, Prince Charles 
with all the Nobility went out to meet them with Twenty or Thir- 
ty Ships to do the more Honour to theſe hew Senate. . This Squa 
dron'coming round about the Veſſel of thetr 'Reyerend Senators, 
gave them a broad-fide, feeming to welcom them ; Their Ships im- 
mediately ſprung divers teaks, and the Jeſuits went down to hold 
their firſt Seſſion in Quality 'of Senators at the bottom of the 
Salt Sea, none uſing any means.to fave one of them. In the rpſhot, 
Prince Charles was Elefted King, the Arch-biſhop diſpenſed with 
the Subjefts Oath of Allegiance, which they took to Srgiſmord and 
his Uncle was ER King. 

The French King thinks himſelf concern'd in the Eleftion of a 
King of Poland ;, thither he uſually ſends. an Embaſſador with ſome 
Lewiſſes to carry on'the Eleftion in favour of ſome Prince of his Fattion, 
bat eſpecially that he may not be true and ſtedfaſt to the Fattion « 
the Houſe of Auftria, King John now Reigning, his Queen being a 
French Lady, hath contributed very. much to the Biſhop of ' Beauvars 
the French Embaſſador, to ſolicite in her behalf, becauſe the Moſt 
Chriſtian King always thought that by the Queens Intercefſion he 
ſhould prevail with the King to come over to his Intereſts, and He 
was not altogether miſtaken, True indeed the. reputſe the 
ſmfered from the King of beſtowing the Titles of Duke and Peer 
upon the Marquiſs D* Arquiey her Father, and acknowledging her 
to be his Daughter , and of giving her the honour of Queen in 
caſe ſhould come into France, had a little cooled her ; but when 
it will coft the King bnt a little ſheet of Parchment to pleaſe a 
Prince, the King 1s a liberal of it at Court, 6a” 
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if he have need of him. So likewiſe out of acknowledgment of 
theſe favours you ſee the King of Poland doth whatſoever his Bene- 
faftour will have him ; and St. Lews is in great power in thatRealm. 
Yet Idon't look npon it as the, true intereſt of Poland to make ſuch a 
ſtop,the wayes being ſo good ſince the deliverance andreliet of Yiemna, 
the iſſue and reſult of his great exploits would: have Eternized his 
memory by giving a peace to the Grand Seignior upon advantageous 
terms for Poland, ;, but the beſt of all was, he might have ſecnred 
the Crown upon his Sons head, for queſtionleſs they could not in 
Juſtice have denyed it him, as an*acknowledgment of all his Victo- 
ries. Weare not ignorant that the Spirit of France, very prodi- 
gal of promiſes, fertile in cunningnelſs, . do aſcertain the King 
and Queen, that Prince Alexander their Son ſhall not fail of a Crown, 
and your Golden Lewjſſes work wonders : But who pray will give 
Lew a leaſe of his Life till then * I muſt needs ſay he cauſed tobe. 
Put under his Statue, . Yiro immortali, but I have found alſo in the 
{ame place, Cum fiſtula in ano. So that he may dye before the King of 
Poland ; and if he do dye, it may ſo come to paſs that his Succeſſour 
may have ſo many Irons in the fire at home, that he will never think. 
of ſeekingany more abroad. 

But now France offers the young Prince Royal of Poland for pledge 
of their Truth and Friendſhip the Princeſs de Conts la Yalliere, whom 
they alſo offered to the Prince of Bavaria, as if there were no more 
Legitimate Princeſſes in Europe : Iam perſwaded the King of France 
thinks he doth the Pelonians a great deal of Honour, by offering. 
them one of. his Natural Daughters for to-be. their Queen. This 
would be fine to employ the Pens of thoſe Droll-Wits, Paſquin and 
Murferio : "Tis Certain, if the King of Poland ſhould give way to 
this aukward ContraCt of Alliance, it would be as much as to de- 
clare plainly, that he no longer pretended to have the Crown of 
Poland for his Son, and that this Marriage was an a& wholly diſ- 
claiming it” :.- I would have him rather follow the King of Poytugals 
example ;, he was cunning enough to get himſelf diſentangled from 
the importunities of France, to ſtrengthen himſelf by his alliance 
with the Houſe of Azria and the Emperour, by his Marriage with 
the Princeſs Palatine of Newbourgh; he knew too well, that if ever 
Lewis XIV. got footing in Spain, that his Kingdom would depend 
an his diſpoſal, One of the two Teeth this ſame Lewis was born 
with, is called Uſurping, the other Cruel ; from the one proceeds. 
depen- 
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dependance, decorum, or convenience of Scituation,' from the other; 
Treachery and Perſecution ;. you need not queſtion, _if the King of 
France ſhould become King of Spain, but Portugal would be firſt of 
all inveſted, becauſe the Spaniard poſſeſt that. Kingdom from Philip 11. 
until Philip IV. time, which was about the year 1640, when the 
Portugueze ſhook off the Spaniſh yoak ; Threeſcore years of poſſeſſion 
may plead preſcription, whereon to ground his right of dependance 
(there needs only thirty for a private man), beſides the right of de- 
corum, or commodious Scituation z; for Portugal joyns upon the 
Kingdom of Caſtile, Aragon and Granada ; he had not ſo good a 
Title to the Kingdom of Auſtraſie ; nay he hath quite turned out 
the Princes who poſſeſſed one part of the Lands of that Kingdom 
for near 600 years. Fear keeps the Vineyard, as the French ſay, and 
diſtruſt is the mother of ſafety. If I had to do with Salvages, or 
with the King of Bantam or China, not knowing occurrences in our 
parts, it would be requiſite to enter upon an Hiſtorical Relation of 
all the ſlippery tricks Frazce hath played this laſt Age, of all the 
Deceits, Cheats, Uſurpations, = and Cruelties this preſent 
King hath put 1n praCtice to be Wſter of the Eſtates and the Poſ- 
ſeſſions of his Neighbours : But I ſpeak to Emropeans, and they Chri- 
ſtians too, who have ſeen with their Eyes, heard with their Ears, 
and have dayly before them, Princes diſpoyled and ſtript of their 
Poſſeſſions, ſo; many People ruined, ſo many Cities taken, ſo many 
Houſes, now nothing but ruins and rubbiſh, - Fhonuſands of Chriſti- 
ans reduced to Beggery®; nay, and the Blood of his own Subjetts 
ſtill a guſhing out in mighty ſtreams all over the Country 5 Theſe 
I fay are ſpeaking Books, where: all up and down you may find in 
huge Characters, Lews the Great, Sacrifices all to his Ambition and' In» 
tereſt, Now although all the World knows it, and though ſcarce a 
Prince but hath been couzen'd by him, yet he is ſo skilful to huſh 
them aſleep by the mild gentle raine of Lewiſſes , that ſome part of 
them cry, Lord what wouldſt thou have us do, and run headlong in- 
ſenſibly, and with a kind of delight, to the ruin and deſtruction- of 
their Iſne. O how much need hath Ewrepe of a good Oculiſt, to re- 
move the Scales from the Eyes of a-great many Princes, and once in 
their lives to open them for them, to the end, that every one know- 


what's good for himſelf, may lay- aſide, and forſake-the-intereſt-

The Spirit or * Policy of France, and its Maximes, in regard ef 
the Suifle Cantons his Allies, and of Savoy. 


H E Cartons of Switzerland being free and abſolute are. govern- 

ed by themſelves, hold of none but of God and their 

own valour ; they are partly reformed, and partly Roman Catho- 
lick ; *tis, by reaſon of this differ@ce of Rene that they have of- 
ten varianceamongit themſelves, and give the King of Frapce-occafion 
to lay hold on the opportunity, who makes good uſe of the caſinef 
of the latter to ſow the ſeed of difſention among them.

. Now if this be not ſnfficient to: make the Cartons ſeriouſly refle&t 
upon Lewis XIV. his proceedings in reſpect of them, at leaſt that 
Cannon which the Fort of Huningen diſcharged. upon the City, of 
Baſil might open their Eyes, for. the Uſurper gets: ground every 
day, and Fle warrant you no ſooner ſhalt he find a favonrable-oppor- 
tunity,. but he will: improve his quarrel with' Germany, againſti them:

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Popes Nuncio's ſtirring in it, would have proved the firſt ſpark.of 
Fire and Diſſention amongſt them, then which he defires nothing more 
the better to further his Aﬀairs,: and his, pretended Reign over Eu- 
rope. The Roman Catholicks in thoſe parts are commonly ignorant in 
their Religion, and. being very ſtupid at the bark, and with the out- 
ſide, without ever ſearching into Fundamentals ; the only name of 
Catholick aftuates, moves, and incites them, without inquiring any 
farther ; but I would have them once for all be undeceived ; not 
ſaffer themſelves to be impoſed upon under the falſe Notion of 
| Catholick : ?Tis a falſe mask under which he lurks the better to de- 
ceive them, and bring them to his. Leure ; thereby to ſer them at 
odds amongſt themſelves, and having once done that, he will come 
pouring down upon Baſil or Geneva, yea, perhaps upon both toge- 
ther. [Theſe are. bars and boundaries which ought to be in a manner 
Sacred ; the Cantons ſhould take care that they be never ſuffered to be 
medled with nor touched ; they are to defend them with their Sword 
in their Hand to the laſt drop of Blood ; for this paſlage being clea- 
red, and the diſcord breaking out amongſt them, farewel they, they 
are undone to all intents and purpoſes, of free Swiſſe they'l become 
French Slaves: But now if the generality of the Swiſſe be but true 
to one another, and united, and but: ſhew the Uſurper their Teeth, 
intimating their reſolution of defending what's their own, they 
may be ſure the French King will only bark at a diſtance, on the other 
hand, if they ſhew no more eagerneſs for theſe two Cities than they 
did for: Franche Compte : If they make no ftouter a reſiſtance than 
they. did there, they will unavoidably poſt on to their total ruine 
and deſtruction.
